The Atlanta Exposition directors 
are making great prepatations for the 
colored exhibitors, and are high in 
their expectations, that they will far- 
nish exhibits, which will be a credit to 
the raco; but we do not believe that 
the colored people are doipg anything 
comparatively, to meet this expeeta- 
tion.

Let our mechanics, inventors, artizans, 
ſarmors, scamatrezses, paipters, au- 
thors, senIptors, rock-masous, cabinet- 
makers, wheel-wrights, engineers and 
every profession of industry, awake at 
once, and go to work, otherwise the 
Negro will be covered with shame. 
Let every man and woman, who has 
an idea go to work. Do not put this 
off but awake at once. 


George E. Stevens, vice- president of 
the Mexican Colonization and Laud 
Company, whosc letter appears in this 
issue, offers another asylum to the 
Negro of the United States, to go 
where he ean become rich, and escape 
the veugeance of the lynchers. Every- 
body knows that we believe solely in 
African emigration; for, leaving out 
every other consideration, Africa needs 
the services of the industrions and in- 
tolligent black man of America.

upon their own resources, and ey 
will have to make themselves whatever 
they will be. Africa requires the 
zame materials that America required 
to bring her where she is today, That 
the forests of America are now, large 
corn and cotton fields, so it must bs 
in Liberia. The forest must be large 
coffee fields, So you se, & person in 
coming to Liberia and don't expect to 
work had better stay right where they 
are, and those who don't expect to die 
stay there, but all who come to Liberia 
with the expectation to make Liberia 
their home and put their hand to the 
plow and their trust in the Lord will 
scgcceed gladly. 
Dear sir, the government of Libe- 
ria is just the same as the government 
of America. The Liberian govern- 
ment is extended to the tea shore, 500 
miles from the Minor River, to the 
Cavalla river and 200 miles interior. 
This government has all her state offi- 
cers. President, Rev. J. J. Cheesman ; 
vice president, Hon. W. D. Coleman; 
seoretatry of state, G. W. Gibson; seb- 
retary of war, Gen. R. A. Sherman; 
secrbtury treasury, Hon. Augustus 
Williams, and all other officers. 

Quarterly court, four times a year; 
monthly, or probate conrt, twelve 
times a year; mogistrates' courts in 
the various precinets, The associate 
judge presides in the five different 
counties at their quarterly sessions 
and all other state officers that are re- 
quired. 

The legislature convenes on the first 
Monday in December, annually, to 
make Jaws for the republic. This 
government allows every family 
twenty-five acres of land for farming 
and « town lot, if required, with five 
acres less on the farm. The soil is 
rich and productive and you can 
plant bread stuff every month in 
the year. Cotton grows very well 
and bears all through the year and one 
farm will last seven years; coffee after 
planted from the seed one year will 
bear in four years, Breadstuff will 
grow bere as plentiful as in America or 
elsowhere. Turnips, onions, cabbage, 
potatoes, tomatoes, snaps, butter-beans, 
rice, corn, but wheat and Irish pota- 
toes don't grow well. Now, dear sir, 
none of these products will grow with- 
ont attention. I'll give you an ides of 
one coming to Africa with the inten- 
tion co work and make themselves 
whatever they will be. The Maublen- 
berg mission, thirty miles from the 
capitol, up the St. Pauls river, located 
on a beautiful hill, I must say, the 
garden spot of Liberia, on the road to 
Bopors, the interior country, Twen- 
ty years ago this picce of gronud - was 
a dense forest, inhabited with coons, 
o possums, leopards and other wild 
animals today it is a beautiful mis- 


ion station with 100 acres of bearing 


— which is sent to the Lutheran 
Board in America from sixteen to 
twenty thousand pounds of dry coffee 
a year, under the supervision of Rev. 
D. A. Day, D. D. This mission has 
quite an accommodation dwelling 
house and other out houses for the 
accommodation of boys and girls. 
There are one hundred native children 
in attendance at this mission. Dear 
sir, it was at this mission where you 
held the first conference. of the A. M. 
E. church in this country. We have 
five white business houses in the city 
of Monrovis, three German, one Dutch 
and one Englich and from three to 
four white men in each house. There 
are two white business houses at Grand 
Capemonnt, from two to three white 
men in each house, and at Grand Bassa 
there are three white business houses, 
one English, one Dutch, one German 
and from three to four white men in 
each house. In Sinoe and Cape Palmus, 
time will not allow me to give you an 
account of all the whites who are do- 
ing business there, All of these busi- 
ness places of white people in our 
towns, and strange to say, there is not 
one white person from America doing 
businees in none of our towns, when 
our citizens and farmers so much de- 
sire the American trade, There is one 
white gentleman, Mr. MoClain, from 
South Carolina, here with us now, 
stopping at Mublenberg mission. He 
came here last June and shook hands 
with John Bull, i. e. the African fever, 
which everybody so much dreads. The 
African fever is no more here than the 
American oountry fever. Mr. McClain 
is all right now. He has charge of the 
engi ae d Mühlenberg mission. Again, 
nir, 1 will give you another idea of 
working people coming to this coun- 
try. r. Scott Daniel, one of, my 
shipmates on the Azor with the Tyler's 
family settled on a piece of laud called

So, dear sir, you can 
readily see the kind of men who are 
needed in Liberia. We need men who 
will work. Ship carpenters, shoe- 
makers and mechanics of all kinds can 
always find an employment here. We 
want our people who come to Liberia 
to come to build. Bring every piece 
of utensil to work with that you need 
in America, and clothing, and all the 
money you can get because you will 
need it here. If you come to Liberia 
to stay, you may expect to meet John 
Bull, and he will bid you welcome! 
Aud if you come only to inspect the 
country, he will frown at you aud hate 
to let you go. Many one who came on 
tho Azor (though we had twenty-one 
deaths on our voyage] shivered and 
went back—afraid of the fever—and 
ome of them died before they reached 
America—others died after their ar- 
rival, while those who remained hers 
are doing well, Thoss who returned 
to America have never left Monrovis 
to know nothing abont the country. 
Dear sir, I endorse all that you have 
said about Liberia, and that you have 
made your second trip here, and I pray 
the good Lord that yon may be ens 
bled to make your third trip to Libe- 
ria, So, dear sir, I do really believe 
Africa to be the home of the colored 
man, whether in the present or in the 
future, though I will invite no one to 
come against their will. There are many 
disappointments. First, there is bat 
very little money in this county. 
Second, we have no markets where you 
can trausfur your produce as in other 
countries, Third, the facilities for 
tr. veling are very bad. All traveling on 
the rivers is done in open canoes or 
boats, and I wouldn't dare tell no one 
who desire to come to the conntry that 
they will not have the fever. The 
fever is very disconraging in going 
through it.
